The proper time to sow grass seed depends, of course, upon the locality. In the central and eastern states from March 20 
to April 20 is the best time. Seed may also be sown in the fall, provided it is done early enough to secure a good, strong growth 
before winter sets in. The sowing should be done when the ground is moist, and a subsequent rolling is always advisable. 

As soon as the frost is out of the ground in the spring, the land should be gone over witha heavy roller. Winter frosts 
loosen the soil, and rolling is necessary to compress it again. If grass seed is to be sown, this should be done first and the rolling 
immediately afterward. 

All turfforming grasses are improved, both in vigor of root-growth and in fineness of texture, by frequent mowings. Too 

_ close cutting should be guarded against, however, especially during the hot summer months, when the roots require some top- 
growth to protect them from the burningsun. A good top-growth is also necessary to protect the roots from severe winter 
frosts. Fertilize the Lawa or Grass Plot. Well fertilized ground stands the extreme drought much better than ground which is 
poor.
